T he atten tio n of Adam s county j autum n, a w atersnake is a n active 
fisherm en was draw n recently to th e agent of destruction to aquatic life, 


destructiveness of w atersnakes w hen 
it was reported a w atersnake h ad 
swallowed a seven-inch tro u t. 
An article in the “Pennsylvania 
A ngler,” a m onthly m agazine p u b ­ 
lished by the Pennsylvania board 
of fish comm issioners, urged sp o rts­ 
m en to th in down the n um ber of 
w atersnakes in tro u t 
w aters 
a p ­ 
proved for stocking by th e fish com ­ 
m ission. 
T he article, in part, follows: 
“Of n a tu ral foes to fish life in 
Pennsylvania 
w aters, 
th e 
w a te r­ 
snake ranks first. 
As fish enem y 
No. I it has few serious rivals. 
Of 
course, th ere Is th a t gluttenous re p ­ 
tile. the snapping turtle, individually 
capable of destroying in a single 
season more fish th an a w atersnake, 
but so abu n d an t is th e la tte r on 
m any of our lakes, 
ponds, 
w arm 
w ater 
creeks, 
rivers 
an d 
tro u t 
stream s, th a t the total fish kill by 
w atersnakes is far in excess of th a t 
by any oth er group of predators. 
Prom th e tim e it em erges from 
hibernation in early spring u n til it 
again goes into a d o rm an t sta te in
